THE WHITNEY PURCHASE. 



Mr. W. C. Whitney of New York has been buy- 
ing horses in Kentucky. The “Zizarrizza” daily 
press has been guessing at Mr. Whitney’s idea 
about using what he bought with his own 
money. Mr. Whitney hasn’t given his idea of it. 
His son, H. P. W’hitney, leans toward the turf’s 
timber angle. Some of Mr. W. C. Whitney’s re- 
cent purchases lean that way. The newspapers 
tell us that Mr. W. C. Whitney bought for John 
J. McCafPerty. That isn’t likely. There’s a 
social gulf of great depth between W. C. Whit- 
ney and J. J. McCafferty, aside from the clever- 
ness of both. A sensible side issue puts a frame 
of emulation about the Whitney purchases and 
considers them as a family affair. Then, too, 
one learns that Mr. W. C. Whitney or his son 
has engaged W. P. Burch, a most capable 
trainer, to prepare the horses that have been 
bought in Kentucky. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 



Marcus Daly’s Bitter Root Stud in Montana 
is a wonderful estate. It contains 16,000 acres, 
and has on it some 600 thoroughbred horses. 
It employs 425 men the year round, and the 
stables and quarters are a marvel. Every stall 
is lighted by an electric light, the walls and 
partitions are of two-inch plank with a dead 
air space in each, and in every particular the 
place is fit for human beings. Mr. Daly told H. 
L. Frank that the reason he was selling off his 
horses was that Mr. Haggin had an interest in 
them with him and Mr. Haggin’s attorneys 
advised him to put his affairs in such a shape 
that it would be easy work for his executor. 
He has practically given up the idea of selling 
the horses to outsiders now, and he and Mr. 
Haggin will settle it between them, give or 
take. Mr. Daly said he would probably be the 
one to give, as he could look after the horses 
and use them to much better advantage than 
could Mr. Haggin. 

The great Marion, dam of Yo Tambien, etc., 
is in foal to Lordlike (the good son of Vassal), 
and has not looked nearly as well in two years 
as she does at present. Her produce have won 
l^over $262,000— the American record.— (Breeder 
and Sportsman.) 

The California Jockey Club will shortly an- 
nounce the richest two-year-old stake ever 
offered by a club west of New York. It will be 
modeled after the Futurity and enough will be 
added to make the race worth $20,000. 

The gray mare Leora, who is classed as one of 
the fastest horses in California, has a silver 
tube in her throat. McAbee, of Larghetta and 
Marksman fame, owns her and she is a half 
sister to A1 Farrow. 

The Morris brothers will not retire from the 
turf. They have retained a few horses and will 
race them next season.

ENGLISH WINNING OWNERS. 

The regular English racing season closed No- 
vember 27. The leading winning owner is John 
Gubbins, the owner of Galtee More, winner of 
the Derby, $10,000, and St. Leger with $114,000, 
of which sum all but $510 was won by Galtee 
More. 

Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, who headed the 
list of winning owners in 1895 and 1896, is sec- 
ond, with $87,420. 

The Prince of Wales, who was second in 1896, 
is now third, with $78,850. Lord Rosebery won 
$67,500 ; M Lebaudy, $66,430 ; the Duke of Devon- 
shire, $51,500, and C. D. Rose, $50,550. 

The American contingent shows up fairly well, 
Mr. Pierre Lorillard .’eading with $31,970; Mr. 
August Belmont won $8,052; Mr. Richard Croker 
won $5,150. and James R. Keene $1,600.
